QUESTION: What are the laws, please, 
governing twinship and other multiple births 
of souls?

ANSWER: Well, in reference, when you pass 
from this physical * body, for the physical 
body returns to the elements from whence it 
was composed, and man calls that death, no. 
There is no guarantee that you will see the 
loved ones that you knew while on earth. 
That is entirely dependent upon your’ own 
evolution. If you have evolved to the plane 
of consciousness on which your’ loved ones 
reside, then of course you will reside with 
them. It is true, however, that many of 
those who have passed to the other world 
before us will descend to these other 
dimensions, lowering their vibration to 
greet uS as we cross over from this blind, 
earthly world into an awakening world of 
our spirit.

"Knowledge knows much but wisdom knows 
better," is a teaching of The Living Light 
philosophy which is demonstrated by, and 
reflected in the works of the world's most 
gifted philosophers, artists, and 
composers. It is the wisdom in the works of 
philosophers such as Aristotle, Plato, 
Descartes, the wisdom in a Michaelangelo 
sculpture, and the wisdom in a Beethoven 
symphony that sets them apart from the 
works of "men of knowledge." Just what it 
is in these creative geniuses that makes 
their work eternally relevant for man is 
explained by Schopenhaur in his treatise "On 
Genius" as “a peculiar kind of instinct, 
which drives the man of genius to give 
perinanent form to what he sees and feels, 
without being conscious of any further 
motive." Spiritualists would call this 
"peculiar kind of instinct" an expression 
of the soul. Just how these creative 
geniuses created their works, where their 
ideas came from, and why they could. see 
truth so clearly is of interest to 
Spiritualists, because many of these men 
have described extraordinary events which 
occurred in their lives that inspired them 
to create. Such extraordinary events 
include inspirations, visions, and dreams. 

For example: Descartes, the father of 
modern philosophy, and mathematician, had a 
series of three dreams in 1619 in which he 
was left with the impression that the 
Spirit of Truth had opened to him _ the 
treasures of all the sciences. Thereafter, 
Descartes believed that "a unitary 
universal science would link all human

Bishop Faustus, an eminent Christian writer 
of the fourth century, declares that "It is 
certain the New Testament was’ not written 
by Christ himself, nor by his apostles, but 
a long while after them, by some’ unknown 
persons, who, lest they should not be 
credited when they wrote of affairs they 
were little acquainted with, affixed to 
their works the names of apostles, or of 
Such as were supposed to have been their 
companions, asserting that what they had 
written themselves was written according to 
those persons to whom they ascribed it." 

Scaliger asserts that "The fathers put 
into their Scriptures whatever they thought 
would serve their purpose;" and Mosheim, 
the great Church historian of modern times, 
tells us, in VOl, they Ps 169, that the 
"opinions, or rather the conjectures of the 
learned, concerning the time when the books 
of the New Testament were collected into 
one volume, aS also the authors of that 
collection, are extremely different. This 
important question is attended with great 
and almost insuperable difficulties to us 
in these later times.' 

In regard to the books of the Old 
Testament there seems to have been equally

For this special purpose the superior 
intellectual faculties are more directly 
appealed £0, agreeing with sublimity, 
reason, foresight, form, and color. Then a 
certain amount of physical energy is 
liberated as a sort of steam to direct the 
machinery when the handle is turned.

bears the mark of its own weakness’ and 
error. Truth, on the other hand, seeks the 
light though modest in its pretensions; and 
it should be prized for its own sake 
wherever found. 

9. It is true that at the present time 
on earth truth anderror are so blended, 
that the people are unsettled in doctrine, 
and are truly "as sheep having no 
shepherd."

Sway over any part or parts of his body, 
just in that proportion is control 
prevented for the work in hand. Thus,

"In those known as simply physical me- 
diums, that is mediums with whose assistance 
purely physical phenomena alone are 
produced, such as the moving of tables or 
carrying in the air of musical boxes, and 
similar feats, this peculiar essence 
exists, but in a form too coarse to be 
Suitable for materialization, which 
requires a certain degree of refinement in 
the essence. In them it is like a coarse 
raw alcoholic” spirit, but in the true 
materializing medium it is like the’ same 
spirit redistilled, refined, and purified, 
and the purer this essence the more 
perfect will be the materialization. 

"In many mediums there is a combination of 
the physical and materializing powers, but 
in exact proportion as the coarse physical 
manifestations are cultivated so will the 
higher and finer forms of materialization 
be lost. 

"It is erroneous to imagine that in true 
materialization you are getting merely the 
double of the medium transformed for’ the 
moment into a likeness of your departed 
friends, or that the emanations from the 
sitters must always affect the appearance 
of the resulting spirit forms. They can 
only do so when from some cause there is a 
deficiency of the special essence, or an 
inability on the spirit's part to use it. 
In that case the atoms retain the 
personality of those from whom they are 
taken, because the spirit is unable to stamp 
his identity upon them, as a wax image, and 
until it be melted into a new mold, it will 
retain the impress of the old. The 
possession of a sufficient amount of the 
Special essence, on the one hand, enables 
the spirit to clothe himself in the atoms

he has collected andto hold them long 
enough to melt them, as it were, into a 
state in which they will take on his 
identity or the stamp of his individuality. 
The absence of the essence, on the other 
hand, causes him to lose his hold before 
the process has become perfect, and thus 
he has either hastily to show himself with 
the imperfect resemblance he has obtained, 
or else not show himself at all. 

"A familiar simile may explain my meaning. 
When in the earth body, you took flesh, 
vegetable, and fluid substances ready 
formed, containing in a prepared state the 
elements your earthly body required for its 
renewal, and by the process of digestion 
you changed these substances into a part 
of your soul's earthly envelope. Well, in 
the same way a spirit takes the ready 
prepared atoms given off by the medium and 
members of a materializing seance, and by a 
process as rapid as lightning artificially 
digests or arranges them into a material 
covering or envelope for himself, bearing 
his own identity more or less completely 
impressed on it according to his power. 

"Every atom of the body of amortal is 
drawn, directly or indirectly, from _ the 
atmosphere around him, and absorbed in one 
form or another, and after it has served as 
clothing for his spirit, it is cast off to 
be again absorbed in another form by some 
other living thing. Everyone knows that the 
material of the human body is continually 
changing, and yet many think to establish a

material atoms, and thus'~ they try to 
persuade themselves that the spirit 
appearing clothed with these material atoms 
is no more than the thought emanation of 
their own bodies and brains, ignoring, or 
more probably not knowing, that the 
grossest Material, not the mental atoms, 
were all the spirit wanted to clothe 
himself with and make him visible to 
Material sight. 

"The best proof of the fallacy of this 
Supposition is the constant appearance at 
seances of spirits whom no one present was 
thinking of at the time, and in some cases 
even of people whose death was not known to 
any of the sitters. 

"The essence or fluid ether of which I have 
spoken is that which principally holds the 
material body together in life. At death, 
Or, more correctly, the withdrawal of the 
soul and the severance of the connecting 
link between it and the material atoms of 
the body, it escapes into the surrounding 
atmosphere, permitting the particles of 
that body to decay. Cold retards’ the 
dispersal of this fluid ether; heat 
accelerates it, thus explaining why the 
body of any animal or plant disintegrates or 
turns to decay sooner in hot than in cold 
climates, and thus becomes’ nourishment fit 
for those minute parasites which are 
Stimulated and fed by a lower degree of 
life magnetism which is retained in the 
dicarded envelope. This essence or fluidic 
ether is akin to the electric fluid known to 
scientists, but as electricity is the 


product of mineral and vegetable

as much dispute during’ the first few 
centuries; and many Chronicles, Psalms, 
Prophecies, etc., were alternately accepted 
and rejected by the different councils, 
amid fierce and fiery altercations. 

But while so much doubt attends our 
investigations in the misty labyrinths of 
ecclesiasticism, many things seem to point 
out the Nicene Council as the one’ whose 
decisions were most authoritative 
respecting "the inspired book." The 
catalogue of Eusebius, who was the most 
influential and learned among the attendant 
bishops, was exactly the same with the 
modern one; as was also that of 
Athanasius, who was his’ contemporary. This 
council is alluded to by both ancient and 
modern Church historians, as "one of the 
most famous and interesting events 
presented to us in ecclesiatical history," 
and auniversal regret is expressed that 
its acts were not committed to writing with 
more fidelity. It is a well-established 
fact that it was attended by an indefinite 
number of belligerent partisans, whose 
bitter animosity was quelled only by the 
fiat of Constantine. This sanctimonious 
despot, after presiding over the refractory 
Conclave, and controlling its decisions, 
finally asserted that "what was approved by 
these bishops could be nothing less’ than 
the determination of God himself; since 
the Holy Spirit residing in such great and 
worthy souls, unfolded to them the Divine 
will."
